W have been usked several times hy
farmer friends what the law is in
regard to disposing of stray animals
that are found on their promises. The
other day when ‘Squire MeGaw was
out of his office wo entored It and
through the kindness of James Campbell
were permitted to read the law on the
sbhove question, which was rather long
but when boiled down Is in substance
us follows: *'If you take up & siray
animal you must, within four days give
notlee to your township clerk, who
must make an entry of the same; then
in thirty days you advertise the animal
in your local paper: and ninety days
after such advertisement has appeared,
you apply toa Justice of the Peace to
sell the animal. He lssues o warrant to
the Constable, who gives ten day’s notico
by posters, snd then he sells it, and
you get your pay for expenses. The
ponalty for taking a stray animal and
not giving notice is #6 and besides this
the owner can come upon your place
and take it away without paying you
snything.” It would be & pretty good
thing to cut this out and put it in the
family bible for safo keeping for future
reference.
